Pustic ADMINISTRATION. 


The Sulabha Samachar, of the 21st October, makes the following 874>#4 S«mscaar, 
rhe Governor of Bombay on local Observations in reference to the Resolution inure ce 
self-government. recorded by the Government of Bombay on 
the subject of local self-government :—The official paper referred to evinces 
considerable impudence on the part of the Governor of Bombay. His 
Excellency, it would seem, forgot the fact that the Viceroy is his official 
superior, and that to protest against his orders would be simply an act of 
insubordination and‘ impertinence on the part of the Governor of 
Bombay. The reply issued by the Government of India is one that 
ought to bring him to his senses. Men like Sir James Fergusson 
would have been in favour during the administration of Lord Lytton, 
but now the sooner such men leave the country, the better for it. It 
is to be hoped that the reproof which has been administered to the Governor 
of Bombay will have the effect of inducing him to resign his post and leave 
for England. Seeing that at present all the provincial rulers are liberal states- 
men, he must doubtless feel that he is associated with uncongenial spirits.

7. The Utkal Dipika, of the 14th October, refers to the distribution -Ure«: Diem, 
of prizes to the pupils of the Cuttack Hindu > 18. 
Girls’ school. and laments the small attendance 
of Europeans and natives on the occasion, and the little interest manifested 
so important an institution. From the report it appears that the present 
number of pupils is 45, showing an increase of 25 as compared with the number 
for last year. After the distribution of the prizes the Chairman, the Commis- 
missioner, delivered an address, in the course of which he pointed out the neces- 
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sity of female education and the benefits which follow in its train. The ereat 
obstacle early marriages presented to female education was dwelt upon. What 
the Commissioner has said against child marriages is true. About this there 
cannot be two opinions. It is to be wished that the educated classes should 
give practical effect to the Commissioner's views. 

8. The same paper states: We have previously referred to the petition 
made by the inhabitants of Banki to Goy. 
ernment in consequence of the severity of the 
license-tax. We now bear that the Sub- _—. Collector of Banki 
imposed a tax of Rs. 500 on one Huree Bundhoo Putnayak. On appeal 
to the Deputy Collector in charge, the Sub-Deputy Collector of Bank; 
again investigated the case, and reported that the income of Huree 
Bundhoo rendered him liable to a tax of Rs. 200, which sum wag 
accordingly fixed by the Deputy Collector. Huree Bundhoo then 
appealed to the Collector (Cuttack) and produced his account books, 
bonds, &c., which proved his income to be Rs. 1,043, and showed that he 
was liable only for Rs. 20 as tax. The Collector, after investigation, finding 
no evidence that the income was more than the above, fixed the tax at 
Rs. 20. This act of the Collector has been exceedingly just, and has given 
satisfaction. Had the Collector in other cases of appeal not relied solely 
on the Subordinate Deputy’s report, but investigated them himself, many 
other cases of unjust assessment would have come to light. As this was 
not done, it is necessary that the Banki license-tax assessment should be 
revised. Banki having only recently been added to the Cuttack district, 
the inhabitants are all at once subjected to the various taxes from which 
they had hitherto been exempt. Under these circumstances it was 
right that the license-tax assessments should have been made with 
leniency. 


The License-tax in Banki. 
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
